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Jacksonville, Fla., September 26.—(Speciai.) 
The hurricane passed northeast of this city 
at 10 lock today. The highest wind here was 
forty-six miles per hour, Rain fell in. tor- 
rents and gusts of flerce winds dashed it 
into houses. Nearly every residence in the 
city was well drenched in this way. 

There were not many disasters or heavy 
josses. The most serious was the blowing 
down of 300 feet of the new terminal station 
that had been put in position, It was laid 
fat and M. H. Maynardie, station master 
of the Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
way, narrowly escaped death. He was 
knocked down by flying timbers. The loss 
is above $10,000. 

Trees were blown down, and tin roofs 
were torn off. Much damage was caused 
in this way throughout the city. Some dam- 
age is likely to be reported from the rail- 
roads south of here. All have been serious- 
ly washed Many breaks are reported along 
the coast below St. Augustine. At Jupiter 
and Lake Worth it is feared that much 
damage has been cdused if not loss of life. 
The wind there was sixty miles an hour. 
Jacksonville has had no communication with 
any portion of the state south of here since 
last night. Much uneasiness is expressed 
over the situation. . 


SEVERE AT BRUNSWICK. 


Tied Up—The Storm Is 
Vielent—Sea Birds in the City. 
Brunswick, Ga., September 26.—(Special.) 
The great storm of 1893 is being eclipsed 
by the West Indian hurricane now passsing 
over Brunswick. For twenty hoyrs the 
wind and rain have whistled and blown 
through Brunswick's streets, practically 
putting a stop to business and running 
everybody indoors. The actual damage. 
reckoned by dollars and cents, has not been 
as great as during last years storm pe- 
riod, but the feeling of apprehension among 

the people has been greater. 

The storm center was reached between 
3 o'clock and 5 o’clock, when buildings 
rocked, signs, shutters, awnings and limbs

Warning had been given io the people by 
the weather bureau, and eyery one who 
could remained indoors. Pedestrians who 
braved the elements were buffeted about 
like wisps of straw in a gale. All shipping 
was suspended, and on board the ships the 
crews battened down the hatches and 
awaited the worst that could come. No 
steamers left port for the adjacent islands, 
all being afraid to venture on the turbu- 
lent waters. 

In Brunswick the seagulls flew around, 
giving ear-splitting shrieks and adding to 
the feeling of insecurity, as they sought 
places of refuge. All night some of the 
citizens watched for the climax of the gale.

Damage but It Is Not Héavy. 

Charleston, S. C., September 26.—(Special.) 
Charleston is again fast in the grip of the 
Storm king. The blow n early yester- 
day morning, but owing to the ample warn- 
ing given by the weather bureau, people 
had time to prepare for it as far as prepar- 
ation could go. The summer colony on Sulli- 
van's island all packed up and came to the 
city yesterday. 

The blow of Tuesday was unaccompanied 
by a single drop of rain. The velocity at- 
taiucd vy the wind was thirty-six miles an 
hour. This morning about t o’clock the 
rain began to fall and the velocity of the 
wind bega: to increase. By noon the city 
was in the swirl. The highest velocity of 
wind reported up to this time is forty-six 
miles. 

But the chief damage done has been by 
the fearful flood of salt watér which has, 
without doubt, extended to the rice fields. 
It is not improbable that the rice crop will 
be almost entirely destroyed except that 
portion of it which is already harvested, 

The cotton fields along the coast which 
are white with opening bolls, are also prob- 
ably nearly destroyed. Thus far there are 
few casualties reported in the harbor. One 
bark which has just come up from quar- 
antine without ballast, has capsized at her 
dock. Most of the other ships are safely 
anchored. The steamers have steam up. 
There are about sixty vessels in port and 
a great deal of cotton. These vessels, as 
has been said, have had ample time and are 
prepared to ride out the gale. The chief 
damage done so far has been confined to 
the wharves and the East Shore Terminal 
Company. The town is pretty well covered 
by cyclone insurance. 

High Wind and Rain. 

Wilmington, N. C., September 26.—A wind 
storm with continuous rain now prevails 
here. Thus far no serious results have been 
reported. Indications point to a heavy storm 
during the night or in the early morning.

Orangeburg, 8. C., September 26.—A ter-

heavy rains. Yesterday over five inches ef 
rain fell at Jacksonville and nearly three 
inches at Savannah, and at nightfall, or 
shortly after, rain was still falling at all 
points on the Atlantic coast, from Wilming- 
ton southward, also at Augusta and Char- 
lotte. 

At Savannah the wind was blowing a gale 
of thirty-six miles per hour, Wilmington 
twenty-two, Jacksonville twenty-four and 
Charlotte twenty-six. The storm was at a 
late hour last night apparently moving 
northward along the coast and causing but 
little disturbance inland, more than some 
cloudiness and fresh winds. An anti-cy- 
clone which hovers over the northern dis- 
tricts with its center near New York is 
opposing the advance of the storm, thereby 
causing its slow movement. 


HOW IT WILL BE NEXT MONTH. 


The Weather for October as Shown 
by the Record at the Bureau. 
The month of October is called the golden 


month of the year. 


It spreads a rich portratture, over the 
field and forest and brings the harvest to 
its full truition. It is usually saftened by 
a mild temperature that mingles the heat 
of the July sun with the cooler breezes of 
midwinter, and the atmosphere is balmy 
and fragrant. It rarely happens that the 
soft procession of October days is marred 
in this locality, by heavy rains or violent 
windstorms, and, from the record of the 
last fifteen years a delightful period of 
weather may be expected. 

Mr. C. 8. Gorgas, the weather man, has 
prepared a report which will be of interest 
in this connection. 

The mean temperature for the month of 
October, ranging through fifteen years is 
61 degrees. The warmest October was in 
1884, the mercury standing at 68 degrees. 
The coldest was in the following year at 
which time the mercury registered 67 de- 
2 „ Showing a remarkable uniformity. 

e highest temperature for any one day 
was on the 3d of October, 1884, at 91 degrees, 
and the coldest on the last day of October, 
1387, at 30 degrees. 

The average rain for the month of Oc- 
tober during the fifteen years measured 
2.81 inches, the average number of rainy 
days was nine. The least rainfall was .02 
of an inch, in 1891, and the greatest 5.44, in 

79. The greatest amount of rain in any 
twenty-four hours was on the 20th of Oc- 
tober, 1881. The average number of perfect 
days was 16. The prevailing winds were 
from the northwest,

States statistical abstract for 1892, from 
which the figures are taken, presents the 
commercial ratio of silver to gold from 
1687, and is, therefore, much fuller. But 
the figures in the democratic campaign 
book are complete enough for all pur- 
poses of comparison, and they show that 
from 1795 to 1873, the commercial ratio 
varied from the legal ratio only about a 
point and a half, and this variation can 
be aceounted for only by the difference 
in the ratios fixed by the different gov- 
ernments. r . 

There is abundant evidence to show, 
and it is a fact freely admitted by Mr. 
Robert Giffen, the only monometallist 
whose opinions attract the slightest at- 
tention, that France alone held the com- 
mercial ratio of the two metals at a 
stable level.“ That country had the 
whole burden of bimetallism to bear. 
Germany, on one side, had disearded 
gold as primary money, and England, 
on the other side, had discarded silver, 
while the ratio adopted by the United 
States in 1834 drove all her bullion sil- 
ver, as well as her coined dollars,. to 
France. 

But the moment that France (after the 
United States had discarded silver by 
the law of 1873) began to take measures 
to protect herself against German legis- 
lation, the commercial value of silver 
began to fall. Germany, which had 
been a single silver standard nation, 
took advantage of its victory over 
France and the payment of the French 
indemnity in gold, to adopt the single 
gold standard. Consequently it had a 
large stock of silver for sale, and against 
this France gradually closed its mints 
by deferring for longer and longer pe- 
riods the payment of its mint certificates 
issued on deposits of silver bullion. 

The result of this was that in 1874 the 
commercial value of silver began to 
fall, and it has been falling ever since. 
The ignorant goldbug bushwhackers, 
who are parading as “international bi- 
metallists“ claim that silver was demon- 
etized on account of the ingreased out- 
put of the American mines, 2 there is 
not a word of truth in this. There had 
been no new discoveries in 1873, and it 
was not until long after demonetization 
in this country and in Europe that there 
was any increase in silver production. 
Even taking into consideration the large 
additions made to the silver stock of the 


world during the past twelve years, the 


proportion of silver to gold, taking into 
aceount the increase in population, re- 
mains about the same, This is clearly 
shown by the figures compiled under 
the direction of the treasury depart- 
ment. 

But if the fall in silver were the only 
result of demonetization, the question 
would not now be agitating the public 
mind. The fall of silver would be un- 
important if it did not have another 
meaning. It means that the people of 
this country have been deprived of 
their constitutional right to use silver, as 
a part of their primary money. It means 
that their primary money has been cut 
down to the narrow basis of the gold 
supply. It means that as the demand for 
gold increases, and it is constantly in- 
creasing (for there is not enough gold to 
redeem one-third of the paper currency 
and token money of Europe and the 
United States) prices must be constantly 
falling and property values constantly 
shrinking. 

When Germany’s scheme of silver de. 
monetization was under discussion in 
1871-72, Mr. Ernest Seyd, a well-known 
London banker, warned Europe that 
such a scheme if carried out would re- 
sult in a gradual but disastrous fall of 
prices and shrinkage of values. We 


rable prophecy, made in 1871. It is 
sufficient to say that every part of his 
prophecy has come and is now coming 
to pass. 

Coincident with the fall in the com 
mercial value of silver, and as the re- 
sult of its demonetization, there has 
been a disastrous decline in prices. The 
increasing value of gold has caused the 
depreciation of commodity values. The 
products of human labor are at a dis- 
count.. As the volume of our primary 
money has contracfed—or has remained 
the same while population has expanded 
the volume of business has contracted.

A Bad Mistake. 

When the postoffice officials changed 
the name of Appomattox to “Surrender” 
they made a bad mistake. 

The Richmond Dispatch, no doubt, 
voices public sentiment in the Old Oo- 
minion when it says: | 


Appomattox should be its name forever. 
But if a new name had to be given it, we 
should not have chosen that of Surrender.“ 


At Appomattox our people did something 


more than surrender. 

Appomattox' should have been left to 
designate the spot where Lee made his 
last stand; the spot made sacred by the 
valor, sufferings and tears of the Army of 
Northern Virginia; the spot which is the 
Appomattox of history, and whose honors 
never can be lawfully divided with a vil- 
lage whose chief distinction is that people 
leave the railway trains there to visit the 
real Appomattox. This we say without dis- 
crediting the new county seat. It is a 
pleasant place, filled with pleasant people; 
but it is not not the Appomattox Court- 
house. There is but one Appomattox Court- 
house, and it makes but little difference 
that the buildings have been burned and 
the county seat removed. Besides, the 
name is now always shortened to Appo- 
mattox, and for years past that has been 
its postoffice name. Other Virginia court- 
house towns are not to be compared with 
it. None but itself can be its parallel. 

This expression of southern sentiment 
is matched by the following from The 
New York Sun: 

We again invite the attention of the Hon. 
Wilson Shannon Bissell to the pragmati- 
cal blockhead in the postoffice department 
who is responsible for changing the name 
of the postoffice at Appomattox Courthouse, 
Va., to Surrender. The only reason for 
changing the historical name of Appomat- 
tox is that there is an Appomattox Station 
on the Norfolk and Western railroad. The 
postoffice of this Appomattox Station was 
called Nebraska. Mistakes rere made in 
the ‘mails, owing to the existence of Appo- 
mattox Courthouse and Appomattox Sta- 
tion in the same county. The new Appo- 
mattox is now the county seat, doubtless 
the more important place in the estima- 
tion of its citizens. If the pragmatical 
blockhead in the postmaster general’s office 
had known the history of his country, how- 
ever, or had had as much imagination as 
fires the intellectuals of a fly at the pros- 
pect of molasses, he would not have al- 
lowed the name changed made famous for- 
ever by the events of April Ist.

The Passing of Stanley. 

When Henry M. Stanley returned from 
Africa he was for a time regarded as a 
hero in England and also iu the United 
States. His lectures and his book net- 
ted him a large amount of money. 

Taking advantage of his notoriety he 
attempted to get into parliament, but 
was defeated. Among the masses there 
was a suspicion that he was something 
of a fraud, and this feeling has been 
growing for a long time, 

The Richmond Dispatch takes this 
view of the African explorer and his 
alleged desertion from the confederate 
army: 

It is true that Stanley was a prisoner of 
war in the enemy’s hands when he changed 
his allegiance, but that doesn’t alter the 
gravity of his offense in the least. Tens of 
thousands of our officers and soldiers held 
in eaptivity, and who were being starved 
to death in a land of plenty, were besought 
to do as Stanley did, but nearly all of them 
indignantly refused. 

One of the temptations held out by the 
federal authorities to our men held as pris- 
oners by them was that if they would re- 
nounce the confederacy and take the oath 
of allegiance to the United States they 
would be enlisted in union regiments and 
sent to the far west to keep the Indians in 
subjection, Even this bait-eyen the pledge 
that they would never have to fight brother 
confederates—caught very few. 

Stanley may have done some good work 
in Africa—we don't wish to condemn him 
utterly and teetotally—but net enough to 
wipe out the record of desertion standing 
against him on the muster rolis of the con- 
federate army. 

It must be that Stanley has somehow 
shown himself in his true character abroad, 
or the English would not have turned ther 
backs upon him as they are reported to 
have done. 

With such a record, it is difficult to 
accept the man’s stories about his ex- 
plorations in Africa. Jepson, who was 
with him on his last expedition, left a 
diary in which he frequently expressed 
his distrust of Stanley, and charged him 
with various attempts to assassinate him 
Oy administering poison. 

After thoughtfully reviewing the 
whole business the English have come 
to the conclusion that Stanley was only 
an adventurer, bold, brutal and unscru- 
pulous, and that his African expedition 
was nothing more than a crusade for 
plunder. 

Whetlier this opinion is right or 
wrong, it seems to be the prevailing one, 
and it is not likely that Stanley will 
ever rank with Livingstone and other 
explorers who sacrificed their personal 
interests for the welfare of mankind 
and the progress of science. |

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Eugenie has the London and Paris news- 
papers read to her after breakfast every 
morning, and not until she knows the news 
of the world does she open her mail. The 
ex-empress was sixty-eight years old last 
spring, and as a concession to the infirmities 
of age she carries with her a plain umbrella 
of unbleached muslin as a walking-stick.

She usually promenades 
alone in entire indifference to her personal 
appearance, and dresses always in black.

white hair. 


The great De Lesseps Panama ditch is a 
melancholy wreck. The wharves are falling 
into the water and acres of machinery are 


rusting to dissolution. On the isthmus are 


nearly 1,000 miles of steel track with locomo- 
tives and thousands of dumpcarts, now half- 
hidden in the tropical growth. Seventy-six 
great steam shovels stand side by side in the 
excavation buried in luxuriant vegetation, so 
that only the guant arms stand up above 
the green. While 200 locomotives have been 
housed, it is estimated that nine-tenths 
of the millions squandered on this prodi- 
gious enterprise is going to waste. Much of 
the excavated land has been washed back 
into its original place, and the great scar 
on the face of the Panama isthmus is rapid- 
ly fading from view. : 


Dr. Samuel Elliott says of a number of 
experiments in diet tried at his hospital:

is called the billous condition; that tea acted 
in precisely an opposite direction—namely 
as an astringent; that no poppies, nor 
mandragora, nor all the drowsy syrups of 
the east Could bring the peace to a sufferer 
from malarial chill that would come of 
strong coffee with a little lemon juice add- 
ed; that strong tea was almost a specific 
for neuralgia in its simple, uncomplicated 
form, while turnips were found to be almost 
a specific in the simpler types of rheuma- 
tism common to young men, where the only 
predisposing cause was exposure to the ele- 
ments.” Some recent experiments in Ger- 
many confirm the opinion of physicians that 
the coffee which is an aid to digestion must 
be an infusion, and not boiled. For this par- 
ticular reason the after-dinner coffee should 
always be an infusion. The cafeine of coffee, 
however, which is the element most stimu- 
lating to travelers, is saad to be drawn 
out by keeping the coffee at the boiling 
point for a few minutes.—American Culti- 
vator. 


Says The New Orleans Times-Democrat: 

The once famous opera 
singer died in the depths of poverty, in the 
bare room of a cabin, buried in the New 
Jersey woods, and her body will rest in an 
unmarked graye unless some of her old as- 
sociates contribute to a fund for a head- 
stone.

Under the law it is the duty of the sec- 
retary of state to send to the ordinaries oft 
we various counties the necessary blanks 
‘or election returns. Each ordinary is sent* 
jistrict blanks and blanks upon which the 
conscligated vote of the county is mado 
eut The district blanks go to the manag- 
ers in each militia district and the consoli- 
dated blanks are for the use of the consol- 
‘dation boards, when they meet the day at- 
ter the election and prepare the county re- 
turns. one copy of which is kept in the 
ofice of the ordinary and the other sent to 
the secretary of state. 

The law is very emphatic as to the neces- 
sity of using these particular blanks and 
the secretary of state has always been very 
careful to have them properly prepared. 

But bogus blanks have been sent out from 
Atlanta and the evidence all points to their 
having come from populist headquarters. 
The discovery was made through the effort 
of a mail carrier to secure from the secre- 
tary of state postage that was due on a big 
bundle of election blanks, Secretary Can- 
dler was suspicious, because his blanks 
went out three weeks ago, and they were 


that which was brought to him yesterday. 
An investigation showed that this bundle 
was being sent to a private citizen, and 
further that the blanks were exact copies 
of those sent-by the secretary of state.

„J. At all precincts within the city of 
Atlanta, the polls shall be opened at 7 
o'clock a. m., and close at 6 0 p. m. 
on the day of the election; and at all pre- 
cincts outside of the city the polls shali be 
opened at 8 o’clock a. m. and cise at é 
Oo clock p m. 

“2 In the event of the failure or refusal 
of any manager or clerk appointed by the 
ordinary to serve, then the vacancy may 
be filled by the appointment of the man- 
ager or managers present; and in the event 
of the failure or refusal of all the managers 
appointed to serve, then any three free- 
holders of the district or ward, may hold 
the election. Persons who cannot read 
Write shall not be competent to serve as 
managers.

The Proprietor and His Clerks Driven Out 
in Consternation, andthe Runaway 
Horse Takes Possession. 


Yesterday morning about 8 o'clock the res- 
idents of Auburn avenue were startled by 
the sight of a runaway horse drawing a 
farm wagon going down the street at 
about the same gait used by Chief Joyner’s 
horse when going to a fire. 

The horse created such a sensation as the 
residents of Auburn avenue have not known 
for a long time. 

Down the street pellmell the horse went 
on his mad career. He was followed by a 
great crowd of anxious people. Small boys 
on their way to school swelled the crowd 


following the maddened animal, and to add 
to the general confusion, these boys used 
their lungs lustily. ! 

When the pace maker for the procession 
reached Piedmont avenue a man ran out 
into the street and tried to stop him, but 
the horse was not ready as yet to stop. 

On the corner of Auburn and Piedmont 
avenues there is a grocery store conducted 
by Mr. Eugene Wiggins. When the horse 
came down the street Mr. Wiggins was 
standing in front of his door under the 
awning which is over the door. 

The horse when the man ran out to stop 
him made a swerve towards Mr. Wiggins 
and that gentleman very hastily vacated 
the doorway. This seemed to just exactly 
suit the horse, who made a bee line for the 
door which Mr. Wiggins had just deserted. 

The horse must have liked the looks of 
the store inside, as he went right-on in, 
taking with him the remains of the wagon 
which he had been drawing. It may be 
well to state right here that parts of the 
wagon were left leaning against an awning 
pole, while others found their way to va- 
rious parts of the store. 

When the horse made his sudden entrance 
into the store Mr, Andy King, a clerk, was 
sorting some sweet potatoes. Hearing the 
noise, he looked up, and, seeing the horse 
right in the doorway, he hastily made his 
exit through the open window without as 
much as asking what was wanted. The 
only other occupant of the store at the 
time was a negro boy of uncertain age. 
This boy was engaged ir polishing the 
stove, but instead of remaining at his post 
like the boy who stood on the burning 
deck, this boy started for the back door 
as fast as his legs could carry him. On 
bis way ‘to the door the boy overturned 
the stove, broke several lamps and unwit- 
tingly moved a safe. 

This left the horse master of the situa- 
tion. He took advantage of this to over- 
turn a counter, thus smashing the lamps 
which had escaped the boy in his frantic 
efforts to escape, broke a showcase and 
began quietly to eat a few apples from a 
neighboring barrel. 

At this juncture Mr. C. S. Cook, the owner 
of the animal made his appearance on the 
scene, and, after considerable persuasion, 
induced the horse to retire from the field. 

When the horse had vacated the store 
Mr. Wiggins ventured to drop in and began 
to estimate his damages. Though they are 
considerable, Mr. Cook paid them without 
@ murmur, 

The exact cause of the sudden flight of 
the horse is unknown.

A Young Man Charged with Disposing

FORGERY Is ALSO ANOTHER CHARGE 


What the Uncle Says About His Nepb- 
ew’s Behavior—The Nephew Tells 
His Side of It. 


A young man of nice appearance, dressed 
in a neat sack suit and straw hat with a 
wide brim that covered a rather handsome 
face was escorted to the police station 
yesterday by Detective Green. The charge 
of forgery was entered opposite his name. 

Just after he arrived a gray-haired old 
man, trembling with age and exhaustion, 
tottered in and took his seat in the office. 
His wrinkled countenance showed deep sor- 
row and he spoke in a weak, piping voice. 

“That boy has ruined me,” he said, lean- 
ing over on his heavy hickory stick. He's 
my nephew. I trusted him. I put him in 
charge of everything and now he's done 
this way. I don't know what I am going 
to do.“ 

The old man was much affected. In his 
feeble way he gave an account to the 
officers: of what he claimed to have suffered 
at the hands of the wayward young man. 
It was a story of careless dissipation, 
thoughtlessness and ingratitude. 

Mr. W. R. Rowell, the uncle of the young 
man charged with forgery, is one of the 
oldest citizens of Fulton county. He came 
to this part of the country when Atlanta 
was in her embryonic state. Only a ict of 
log houses built up on the cross roads 
marked the spot where the great city was 
destined io stand. He occupied one of these 
log houses and tilled the fertile glebe in 
trat section of the town where the hand- 
some homes of Peachtree are erected.

Next day a renting sign was tacked on the 
door. It was his understanding that the 
young fellow would return home to his 
father. 

But this opinion was destroyed yester- 
day morning when he was presented 
with a forged check for $10. It was made 
out to A. W. Carmichael, Hickory Flat, 
Ga. He started in to investigate the affair 
and found another which had been forged 
on him for $0. The matter was reported at 
once to police headquarters and Detective 
Green, after a few hours’ work, arrested 
A. K. Powell, the young man who had 
been in charge of the business.“

“It'll cost a small fortune,“ said a candi- 
date for an important city office yesterday 
afternoon, “to have printed all the tickets 
that will be necessary. Why, I’ve been 
figuring it out and the result is amazing. 
You see it’s this way; every fellow wants 
to have his name printed on a strong ticket. 
If there is a candidate who is strong in a 
particular ward; you've got to be certain 
to have your tickets for his ward all 
printed bearing his name. 

“It not only costs money, but you've 
got to know how the candidates stand in 
order to make out your tickets intelligently.

And the Stir of the Cotton Market Will 
Not Begim Before October Ist—Cot- 
ton Buyers Interviewed. 
Tue cotton fields are fast whitening, and 
the heavy bales are on their way to mar- 


ket. 
in certain localities the crop is well nigh 


gathered, but the farmers, as a rule, have 
just commenced to pick their cotton, on ac- 
count of the lateness of the crop. 

The conditions för nourishing the plant 
have not been uniform throughout the state 
and the heavy rains which have fallen with 
such a Vengeance upon the fields during the 
last few days have had a hurtful effect. A 
large percentage of the crop, by this time, 
ought to be gathered, and on its way to 
market, but the weather for more than a 
month has not contributed to this end. 

If the clouds hold up, however,, and the 
sun is allowed to have free course, it will 
rot be long before the wagons begin to roll 
along the country road, 

“The crop is rather late,“ said Mr. W. L. 
Peel yesterday afternoon, “and the fall sea- 
son has not yet fairly epened. The rains 
have made the cotton a little backward and 
the business which ought to be transacted 
in September will not begin until October. 
Onty a small amount of cotton has yet ap- 
peared in the market. I understand, how- 
ever, that cotton picking has commenced 
in good earnest and the farmers will start 
for market as scon as they can get it baled. 
As yet there is very little stir in the market 
and for two er three weeks it ts likely that 
no important change will take place in the 
situation.” 

This expression of opinion voices the sit- 
vation in Atlanta. The cotton buyers are 
ready to make their purchases for the year, 
but the crop is a little behind the commer- 
cial expectation. The machinery will be- 
gin to stir about the first of October and 
the farmers at that time will begin to con- 
vert their cotton into currency. 

The farmers who have been in the city 
this week repert the largest yield of corn 
ever known in this section. Nearly every 
farmer has planted a larger crop and sub- 
tracted the acreage frem his cotton field. 
The acreage of cotton, however, if smaller 
than it was last year, is likely to be more 
productive, and to yield a, better quality of 
cotton. 

This is gratifying news. The farmers are 
cheerful over the outlook and the merchants 
of the country have no reason to complain 
of the situation. This section, at least. is 
on the upgrade and the farmers of Georgia 
are beginning to realige that a new era of 
prosperity has commenced’ to dawn. 

“The past week has been good fall weath- 
er, with about the normal degree of heat 
and very nearly clear. It has favored the 
rapid opening of cotton, which still re- 
mains in the boll. The cotton crop seems 
likely to be quite the reverse of last year’s 
as to picking. The better part opened early 
and the September and later dotton will be 


little. The same favorable reports of corn. 


and sorghum continue. ° 

“In the northwest section fodder pulling 
is finished and cotton picking is now in 
hand. The yield of fodder is abundant and 
the supply of cattle feed is being farther in- 
creased by cutting crab and other gresses, 
A good deal of rust exists Mm cotton, espe- 
cially on uplands, some stalks being entire- 
ly dead. Bolls are opening rapidly. The 
crop in thig section does not promise the 
large yield expected by some. Sorghum is 
being worked up and is better than usual. 
The sweet potato and turnip crops are ex- 
cellent. Worms are very numerous in cab- 
hace. 

“The farmers of north Georgia are busy 
saving fodder, making sorghun and picking 
cotton. A very heavy rain feil over most 
of this section on the night of the iith, 
doing considerable damage to bottom lands 
in the way of washouts, etc. The corn crop 
is safe and is simply immense. More and 
better hay has been raised and housed ia 
tas section than for many years part. 
Sorghum is magnificent, and, in fact, all 
crop? are in a flourishing condition, except 
cotton, which is a little late, and the yield 
of which will be short. The boll worm con- 
tinues its ravages and some fields are al- 
most totally dest oyed. No cotton has been 
sold as yet, though picking is becoming 
general. Turnips, potatoes and other small 
crops are in excellent condition. 

“Although there has been no rainfall in 
the northeastern counties since lest Tues- 
day, vegetation has in no wise suffered for 
want of moisture, ag the soil was well 
Soaked. Cotton still continues to open 
rapidly and picking is in progress. Boll 
worms have continued their ravages upon 
the staple until there are little prospects of 
a fu.) crop. 

“With the favorable weather, ‘farmers 
have almost finished gathering fodder, 
which is of good quality and a large yield. 
Sorghum cane is in most excellent condition 
~in fact, one of the finest crops for vears, 
oa syrup-making is now in progress. As 
‘not many oats have been sown. A \arger 
Juantity of hay has been sown than usual. 
tables and all minor crops are in good 
— : t * and prospects are for 4 bountiful 
“The showers early last wees aid con- 
S.derable damage to corn on low iands and 
cotton that was open in the western coun- 
Ces.

The plaintiff, or rather the prosecutrix, 
in the case was Miss Mary Doodle, of At- 
lanta. Miss Doodle is a school teacher. 
She lives in Atlanta but teaches the chil- 
dren of the leading colored people in East 
Point. 


It seems that for some time past Miss Mc- 
Ginty had an ardent admirer ‘n the person 
of Mr. L. Anderson, a colored gentleman 
whose color is nearly white. For some 
reason Mr. Anderson seemed to tire of Miss 
McGinty and began paying ‘his attention to 
Miss Doodle, the prim school mistress. 

This change of affection did not meet with 
the approval of the lady whose ancestor is 
said to be at the bottom of the sea, so she 
decided to get even in some way. 

An opportunity presented itself one day 
last week when Miss Doodle was out walk- 
ing with Mr. Anderson. Miss McGinty met 
the pair, and is said to have assaulted Miss 
Doodle in a most vigorous manner. Miss 
Deodle and Mr. Anderson then set upon 
Miss McGinty and soon that lady followed 
the lead of her famous ancestor and went 
down. The se& was not nearby so Miss 
McGinty contented herself with going to 
earth. 

Miss Doodle then had Miss McGinty ar- 
résted for assault and battery. The latter 
was bound over by Judge Landrum and 
went to jail in default of a $9 bond.

Mr. Mull was assisted to his residence 
across the street, where it was found that 
he had been injured in the left knee and 
ankle. 

The negro was hurt in the shoulders and 
hips. 

Motorman Walker was carried to the 
Grady hospital, where his wounds received 
attention. 

Mr. Mull’s Story. 

Mr. Mull was seen a few minutes after 
the accident. He was in bed at home and 
his wounds were béing bandaged. 

Jam not very badly hurt,“ said he, but 
it was a narrow escape. 

“I got in the delivery wagon with the 
negro driver at Bell street to ride to the 
express office on Loyd street. 

“We came up Edgewood avenue at a 
slow gait and on reaching Ivy street the 
driver turned his horse into that street and 
struck him a sharp blow. At that moment 
I noticed an electric car bearing down on 
us at a high rate of speed. It was not 
more than thirty feet from us, and seeing 
there would be a collision, 1 attempted to 
jump. 

It looked as though the motorman could 
not stop the car, however, and before I 
had a chance to move it crushed into the 
wagon, throwing me and the driver for- 
ward on the curbstone. The force of the 
collision broke the harness and the horse 
We were driving escaped, I think, unhurt.

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Another Through Line of Sleepers 
ths Bast from Atlanta, 
THE COAST LINE GOING TO RON THEM 


Meeting of the Board of Arbitrators of the 
Southern Railway ard Steamship As- 
sociation—Other News of the Bail. 


Soon there will be anothter through line 
of sleepers open to travel between New 
York and Atlanta. 

The Coast Line will soon have its own 
sleeping cars rolling right into Atlanta by 
way of Augusta. 

And it is claimed by the Coast Line people 
that their time will be as good as the best. 

The Coast Line has for quite a while 
been seeking an outlet through the south. 
It found it the other day when it com- 
pleted its line from Denmark to Remini, in 
South Carolina, thus letting its through 
sleepers into Augusta by way of the Geor- 
gia and Carolina railroad, these sleepers 
running on to Macon. 

The plan has not yet been finished, for 
when the Coast Line people shall have 
wound up the deal they will be running 
through sleepers into New Orleans by way 
of Macon end will be running through sleep- 
ers into Atlanta right from New York. 

The Coast Line passenger people are 
greatly elated over the beautiful run made 
by the road the other day when a special 
train, carrying Florida Knights of Pythias, 
lowered the time between Jacksonville and 
Washington two hours and ferty minutes, 
thus breaking to pieces all records made by 
rival companies and establishing the repu- 
tation of a world beater.” 

On the trip ninety-eight miles were run 
in ninety-six minutes, this being the fastest 
division of the run. 

With such facilities and such records 
for speed, it is safe to say that the slight 
variance of distance in favor of the other 
eastern lines, the Coast Line will, withal, 
be able to hold its own. 

Mr. W. L. Radford, soliciting agent of 
the Coast Line, from Columbia, S. C., was 
here yesterday. He had but little to say 
with respect to the project of the company 
he represents to run sleeping cars into At- 
lanta, but said it would certainly be done 
within a short time. 

He says the Coast Line people are already 
looking about preparatory to. establishing a 
local office here in advance of the through 
schedule from New York, giving Atlanta 
another direct passenger line to the great 
cities of the east. 

The Coast Line has the advantage of all 
the other lines from the east in having 
what is known in railroading as a low 
grade, meaning the road runs through a 
more level section of country, sticking close 
to the seaboard all the way from Richmond. 

Of course, the distance is longer, but it 
is claimed by the Coast Line thatt it can, 
by reason of ts roadbed and level grade, 
make good the time lost in distance. 


The Coal Rates Taken Up. 

There was quite a great deal of discussion 
of a proposition to equalize the rates on 
the two classes of coal at the last meeting 
of the traffic men of the south beld in this 
city. 

The question has been taken up by the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion and will come up for a full hearing 
at the meeting of the rate committee to be 
held here next Tuesday. 

At this meeting of the rate committee 
there will be very much to do in the way 
of straightening rates that have been left 
tangled by the late meeting of traffic men. 

There is a gréat lot of interest in the 
coal rate question. At present there is a 
great distinction made by the railroads 
in the matter of freight charges on coal, 
what is known as steam coal’ passing for 
about 25 cents less per ton than the domes- 
tic coal. Steam coal is the class of coal 
used for factories and machine shops and 
furnaces for the purpose of manufacturing 
and is an inferior coal to the domestic. The 
domestic coal is lump coal, which is used 
for the most part by individuals at resi- 
dences and in offices for heating purposes. 

If the steam coal is run up 25 cents per 
ton on freight charges it will greatly affect 
the business of the manufacturer, and yet 
if the domestic coal is run down on the 
scale 25 cents per ton to be leveled with 
the freight charges on steam coal it will 
play right into the hands of the consumers 
and will amount to a considerable amount 
in the coal bills throughout the larger 
cities of the south. 

Many of the roads composing the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association 
want to make the change and put the 
freight charges the same on both grades 
of coal, but it is not known in what man- 
ner they will proceed to this consummation. 


A Great Rate War in the West. 

A great rate war is threatened in the 
west, and it is probable that before the 
trouble is ended the reductions will be felt 
on this side of the Mississippi. 

The cuts in passenger rates were brought 
on by the rivalry on the part of some of 
the weaker lines to get the traffic that is 
ao heavy eastward bound just at present. 
I. is said that there is a great rush of 
people to the southern states from the 
west and that the trains crossing the Mis- 
sissippi bring hundreds of them every day 
to this side of the plains. 

Rates to the west, as a consequence, have 
grown shaky, too, according to the wires, 
and a general splashing is predicted. 


The Board of Arbitration. 


The board of arbitration of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association was 
again in session yesterday in room 108, at 
the Kimball house. 

The arbitrators have a great pile of work 
before them, and were deep in it yesterday 
from an early hour until late at night. 

There are many weighty matters of dis- 
pute before them for final disposition, and 
as the board is the high court of the as- 
sociation, the arbitrators are disposed to 
handle the issues with very great deliber- 

- ation and caution. 

It will probably be the end of the week 
before the board will have finished the 
work that is before it, and adjourn.

Immediately after Captain Miller resigns 
his command of the Horse Guards Adju- 
tant General Kell will order an election 
for a successor to Captain Miller. 

Lieutenant Dozier is prominently men- 
tioned for the captaincy, and there is hard- 
ly any doubt that he will be unanimously 
elected. 

This popular gentleman is at present first 
lieutenant of the Governor’s Horse Guards, 
and in that capacity has won the respect 
nad aceniration of the entire troop. He is 
tho.oughly up in military tactics, and is 
otherwise a most accomplished and lovable 
gentleman. His election as captain will be 
a fitting tribute to his worth and an honor 
to the company. 


Weafher Synopsis.
